July 30 (Agencies) — Palesti- 
nian UberaUbn Organization Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat has turned down hardline Arab 
demands to hold out in West Beirut until a-

Colombo clamps emergency 


COLOMBO, July 30 (AFP) - The Sri 
Lanakan government Friday declared a 
nationwide state of emergency and imposed 
press censorship in ihe wake of four days- of 
clashes between Muslim and Stnhala com- 
munities. 

The defense ministry said in a communique 
that two persons had been killed and 65 
injured in rioissparked off by a clash between 
a landlord and a tenant in the southern city of 
Galle 1 1 5 kms south of here. 

The authorities also clamped a 7 p.m. to S 
a.m. curfew on the city starting night, and 1 70 
persons have been arrested. Although the 
situation in Galle had been brought under 
control, the defense ministry said there was 
evidence that people were anempting to 
make use of Ihe situation to escalate a local 
incident to other parts of the country lo cre- 
ate “disiuption. communal animosity and 
umtest". 

Ii added that the emergency had been 


imposed to protect law-abiding people and 
prevent further outbreaks of violence, h was 
the first report of Muslim-Sinhala violence 
here so far this year, but observers recall that 
Sri Lanka has been-troubled in recent years 
by spoiadicoutbreaks of violence in the north 
of t'he .country between its Sinhala majority 
and elemeats of the Tamil communiiv. 

The Tamil United Liberation Front 
(TULF), which is seeking to establish a sepa- 
rate Tamil state because of alleged discrimi- 
nation by the Sinhala community, has been 
involved in clashes with police that has 
resulted in the death of 19 officers since the 
ruling United National Party (UNP) took 
office in 1977. . . 

The majority of these clashes have been in 
Jaffna district, where in August last year 
about J 5 personswere killed and millions of 
rupees of properly damaged in arson and 
looting. 


Attempt to hijack China plane foiled 


HONG KONG. July 30 (AFP) -- An 
attempt to hi jack a chanered Chinese aircraft 
was foiled Friday in the second such hiddent 
reported in China this week, a Chinese news- 
paper here said. 

The leftw'ing Evemuig Poa said in an 
unsourced report that a British-made Visr 
count aircraft, chartered for tourists, was on a 
flight from Shanghai to Uzjt^ when the 
hiiacking attempt occurred. It did not ^cify 
the number of would-be air pirates nor their 
motive but said the plane was forced to m^e 
an emer^ncy landing in Nanjing ^cr the 
hijacking bid over the town of Wuxi, west of 
Shanghai. 

Aulhmitics at Nanjing airport and officials 
of the national airline CAAC smd they were 
“unaware'* of the attempted hijadung and 


that there had been no emergency landing at 
the airport as reported by the Post. 

(At CAAC headquarters in Peking, offi- 
cials said no aircraft bad been reported mis- 
sing or delayed on the Shanghai to Peking 
run. adding that there had been no flights 
scheduled to leave %an^ai Friday at the 
time The Post reported the plane's depar- 
ture.) 

*The newspaper said, the hijackers were 
subdued after a "struggle" but did not say if 
ariyonc was hurt. “Thus another hijacking 
pljht faas'been shattered." The Poa said.

Zimbabwe denies 3 bodies found 


BULAWAYO. Zimbabwe. July 30 (AP) 
The government Friday deni^ reports 
that three bodies were found by m>ops 
searching for armed rebels and their six fore- 
ign hostages on the day of the deadline for 
executing the captives. 

Security sources said earlier the searchers 
had found three white male bodies in the 
thorn-trcc bush of western Zimbabw'c but 
that there was no indication whether the 
bodies were those of the tourists. An offidal 
government spokesman in Harare, the capi- 
tal. said no bodies were found. He said the 
reports surfaced after troops found a villager 
with cUtihing tlumght to behmg to the foreig- 
ners whi) said he had helped buiy three white 
people.- 

But the villager could not lead soldiers lo 
the graves when ordered to do so by the milh* 
ary team «»mbing the region for the twii

Reagan’s 
remarks 
irk Peking 

PEKING. July 30 (Agencies) — Commun- 
ist China took U.S. ^e^ent Ronald Reagan 
to task for telling a press conference in 
Washington that be would cany out the terms 
of^the 1979 Taiwan Relations AcL whidi 
guarantees the defense of Taiwan. 

China, ivdiich claims sovereignty over 
Nationalist-ruled Taiwan, regards the act as 
an interference in its internal affairs, charging 
that Washington has used it to maintain vei- 
led offidal ties with Taipei. 

A brief Washington dispatch from the offi- 
dal New China News Agency Thursday said; 
“China has repeatedly declared the U.S.- 
“Taiwan Relations Act** violates China's 
sovereignty. 

Relations between Washington and Peldiig 
have become virtually paralyzed over the 
issue of continued U.S. military aid to 
Taiwan, with China threatening to down- 
grade its relations with Washington in the 
event.of further arms aid. 

At the press conference. Reagan said; " We 
are not going to abandon* our longtime 
friends and allies on Taiwan" adding that the 
United States bad a “moral obligation" 
toward the island. But he also stressed that 
Washington would develop its relations with 
Peking. 

He raid that the United States bad made 
“no secret agreements" with China for an 
end or an eventual reduction in its arms sup- 
plies to Taiwan. 

Meanwhile, the Soviqt newspaper Sorarts - 
kaia Rostra said Friday Japan has started 
following Washington's lead and intensifying 
its links with Taiwan to the detriment of 
Communist China. Japan, like the U.S.. now 
seemed anxious to treat "the two Chinas" on 
an equal footing, it said. The Soviet press had 
recently stepped up attacks on Japan, charg- 
ing that the policy of its ruling Uberal Demo- 
cratic Party is too close to £at of President 
Reagan. 

In another development. China Friday 
announced strict new regulations aimed at 
reducing the number of Chinese studying 
abroad, reflecting worries that many 
privately-^xmsored students are unlikely to 
return home after completing their studies. 
The official newspaper Peepir *s Dwty said 
that under the new rules, graduates from 
Chinese universities would be obliged to 
work in China for two years before being 
afiowed to study overseas. 

The regulations also stipulate that students 
abroad must report within one month to the 
relevant Chinese embassy or consulate, and 
“accept its leadership.”

Interferon said 
best to curb cold 

NEW YORK, July 30 (AP) — Interfe- 
ron produced by Genetic Engineering can 
prevent colds and block the growth of cold 
viruses without harmful ^ade effects, 
researchers said Thursday. 

In a preliminary report in the current 
issue of TIte Lexest, a British medical 
journal, the scientists reported that a nasal 
spray containing the synthetic Interfemn 
prevented the development of colds in all 
1 9 volunteers who were given potent cold 
viruses. 

In contrast, eight of 22 volunteers not 
given Interferon developed colds. No 
harmful side effects were seen, the scien- 
tists said. 

Interferia is produced naturally by the 
body in very small amounts to fight infec- 
tions. It is being studied intensively as a 
possible cancer weapon and for its effec- 
tiveness against influenza and other vir- 
uses. 

The National Center for Health Statis- 
tics in Washington says Americans got 
more than 93 million colds in I9K0 that 
required them to seek care or restrict 
activity. Thirty-one million work days 
were lost that year because of colds. The 
researchers demonstrated that interferon 
was effective against a type of rhinovirus, 
an infeciiouii agent that causes 25 percent 
to 30 percent of all colds in adults, accord- 
ing lolhe National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases in Belhcsda, Mary- 
\land. y

Israel resumes attacks 


BEJEUT. .I'ily 30 (AP) — Israeli jets 
divebombed West Beirut again Friday and 
shattered a two-day-old ceasefire sponsored 
by th.e United States. 

The air and naval attacks followed a 20- 
minute. artDIeiy duel between Israeli and 
Palestinian positions around Beirut's paral- 
yzed international airport that began at 5:20 
p.m. (1500 GMT). Israeli jets attacked in 
rapid succession of thunderous divebomb- 
ings. releasing bea^y flares that lured away 
surface-to-air missiles streaking up from 
commando positions and leaving long trails 
of white smoke in the sky. 

Gunboats fired one ear-splitting barrage 
after another into West Beirut’s oceanside 
neighborhoods where commandos and their 
Lebanese nationalist allies have deployed 
scores of multiplerocket launchers behind tall 
earthen embankments and sandbags. 

Rre broke out in various parts of VVestern 
Beinit as the planes and warships struck, 
some of the shells falling in the heart of the 
city. Fire engines and ambulances raced 
through the streets with wailing sirens. 

Associated Press photographer Bob Dear, 
of Croydon, southern England, had just cros- 
sed into West Beirut when the shelling began. 
Dear said the first salvo appeared to come 
from the Israeli side, but the PLO quickly 
began firing back. Shells landed within a feu- 
yards of Dear's car as it sped by the sports 
stadium ccxnplex of Beirut. But neither Dear 
nor two AP employes in the car was injured. 


AP correspondent Tom Baldwin watched 
the raiding jets from the rooftop of an .^art- 
ment building in East Beirut Bear the “green 
line” that bisects the capital into two sectors. 

"One bomb exploded in midair, setting off 
a briUlani ball of flame just 100 yards (met- 
ers) over the pine forests in the race track, 
which was quickly envelt^d by black smoke. 
Pieces of steel sharpnel struck buildings along 
the demarcation lines and the blasts shattered 
window glass in many buildings." Baldwin 
reported. 

A naval barrage struck at the Abu Taleb 
residential neighborhoods at the end of West 
Beirut's commercial thoroughfare of Pamra 
about five blocks from the APs office and 
1 00 meters from the International Red Cross 
administration office and food distribution 
center. 

Shells pundred gaping holes in four apart- 
ment buildings and one was on fire. But resi- 
dents said no one was killed or iniured and 
the Red Cross building was unscathed. 

A PLO communique said Israel “deliber- 
ately broke the ceasefire with massive air 
attacks and naval bombardment to quench 
the rising hopes for a political solution." 
“The enemy is clearly determined to carry on 
his genocidal war to the bitter end.'* the 
communique said. 

The Palestinian news agency Wafa said. 
“Numerous civilians were caught ouside their 
homes by the sudden attack and casualties, it 
is believed, were heavy.” 


Rafsanjani warns of more fighting 


LONPON. July 30 (Agencies) — The 
speaker of the Iranian parliament said Friday 
the Gulf war would continue until the Iraqi 
people had been “liberated." 

Tile ^akcr. Hojatnieslam Hashemi Raf- 
sanjani. quoted by Tehran Radio, also 
warned neighboring states that Iran, though 
it had nod^gn on their territory, would help 
disadents there if “you treat your people 
badly." He told a prayer rally in Tehran that 
Iranian invasion forces would stay in Iraq to 
help its people choose a popular government. 

He said Iran would tr>' to deny Iraqi leftists 
any role in the affairs of a future Iraqi gov- 
ernment. Iran invaded Iraq July 13 and 
pledged to overthrow President Saddam 
Hussein. Tehran radio said Iranian forces 
Friday ^nt down an Iraiii plane in southern 

Japanese firm markets 
gold-testing device 

TOKYO. July 30 (Rj — Mitsubishi Elec- 
tric Corporation said Friday that from next 
month it will market outside Japan its 
ultrasonic gold tester, which allou's traders to 
assess the mcial's authenticity almost 
immediately. 

The company said the seven kg portable 
device could detect the existence of gnldplat- 
ing or foreign matter inside gold bars and 
ingots within 1 5 minutes. Since the tester 
went on sale in Japan last April, it has .sold at 
about 75 per month, the company said. 

The tester retails in Japan at S.5.000 but a 
company spokesman s:iid the prii.v would be 
slightly hi^cr on foreign markets. He said 
the company believed there was a strong 
market for the tester in the big gold dealing 
centers in the United States and Western 
Europe, as well as in gold producing coun- 
tries. 


Iraq where they laundied a major push 
Thursday. The radio gave no further details 
of the latest militaiy operations. 

Iranian forces claimed destroying 125 Iraqi 
armored vehicles Wednesday and Thursday 
during new operations launched in south- 
eastern Iraq. An Iranian broadcast said that 
the forces had gained control of a new 1 50- 
square kilometer sector of Iraqi territory 
about 10 kms north of Basra. 

The radio said that 1 14 Iraqis were taken 
prisoner and transferred behind the lines. 

An Iraqi spokesman quoted in Manama 
said Iraqi forces killed nearly 2.000 Iranian 
soldiers in fighting Wednesday and Utursday 
east of the southern Iraqi dty of Basra. 

A total of 1.950 Iranians were killed and 
many more wounded and captured in the new 
fighting, as Iraqi forces launched a major 
counterattack at Iranian troopsattempting to 
cross the border east of Basra, the spokesman 
said. 

Twelve tanks, seven troop carriers and 1 2 
military vehicles plus a large quantity of Ira- 
nian ammunition and supplies were also des- 
troyed. the spokesman, quoted by the Iraqi 
News Agency monitored in Manama added. 

The Iraqi agency gave no details about the 
Iranian advance east of Basra. According to 
reports from Tehran, the Iranian troops 
penetrated up to 12 kms into Iraqi lerriloiy. 

Maputo man kills nine 

MAPUTO. July 30 (AFP) — An Emp- 
loyee at the Chinese Embas^- here Thursday 
killed nine of his colleagues' in an apparent 
sudden fit of madness, the Mozambican news 
agency AIM reported Friday. 

The employee used a fire-arm and 
Mozambique police immediately cordoned 
off the embassy, the news agency added.

The guns of Beirut have fallen silent in the 
latest ceasefire, but aid officials say the "sil- 
ent emergency" caused by Israel's blockade 
of even water may be just as dangerous as the 
fighting. UNI CEF officials, who are pla>ing a 
major role in distributing water in West 
BeiniL mentioned typhoid and paratyphoid 
as two diseases w'hich could spread quickly if 
the water is not turned on again in the next 
few days. 

Water and electricity supplies to West 
Beirut, where some 6.000 Palestinian com- 
mandos are encircled, are controlled from 
mainly East Beirut. Lebanese officials say 
Israeli soldiers have occupied tu'o key instal- 
lations and have forbidden local staff to sup- 
ply water or power to the West. 

U.S. officials said Thursday President 
Reagan is expected to raise the subject of the 
blockade with Israeli Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir when they meet Monday. 

Habib, is reported to have appealed to 
Israel to restore power and water suj>plies. 
But Lebanese officials say the Israelis, who 
ended an earlier cut-off afteran international 
uproar, appear determined to maintain the 
pressure until the Palestinian fighters make 
what they see an iron-clad commitment to 
quit Beirut 

Local newspapers have reported isolated 
cases of typhoid in recent days. Aid officials 
said the danger of disease would increase as 
people in West Beirut, particularly the 
thousnads of refugees from the Israeli- 
occupied south,, are forced to drink water 
from Beinii's 15 j niiks. 

Fruit prices arc rising and bottled water has 
almost doubled in price. Newspapers 
reported Friday that the Israelis were tighten- 
ing the seige around the western sector, and 
quoted Wazzan as saying: “They want to kill 
civilians with shell and destruction, or with 
hunger and thirst.” 

Before voting on the resolution, the Sec- 
urity Council turned dow'n Mrs. Kirkpatrick's 
proposal that the meeting be suspended for 
two hours to enable members to consult their 
governments. The vote on the proposal was 
six for suspension, six against and three abs- 
taining. So it fell three votes short of the nine 
necessary for adoption. 

The council voted on the proposal for sus- 
pension after Panamanian Ambassador Car- 
los Ozores Typaldos opposed it and Jorda- 
nian Ambassador Hazem Nuseibch sup- 
ported him. 

Argentina poll 
set for next July 

BUENOS AIRES. July 30 (AFP) — ITte 
government plans to hold general elections in 
July next year despite fears by the military 
that civilian leaders could atempi to crack 
down against the armed forces, government 
sources said Friday. 

Some of Argentina's armed forces have 
requested that the government demand 
guarantees from poliri^ parties involved in 
next year's electoral battle, the sources said. 
The military's unease over its future in a 
civilian-ruled Argentina peaked after a 
statement by Peronisi leader and former 
ambassador Jose Maria Rosa who asked the 
armed forces to “account" for past actions. 
“They (the armed forces) have asked us to 
forget but wc Peronists say that justice does 
not forget.” Rosa said. 

Other politicians, meanwhile, have publ- 
icly stated that the armed forces were “guilty 
of crimes" over Argentina's thousands of dis- 
appeared persons and of “treason” in the 
Falklands conflict with Britain. 

But Interior Minister Gen. Uamii Reston 
nevertheless stressed three times this week 
that the government fully intended to hand 
over power to a civilian government and that 
elections would be held before 1984.

Tht.- first stream of Ikiuid gas trickled into 
the plant's storage units .lum* 27. pumped 
1.160 kilometers fmm Shedgum in the Kasi- 
om Province. Last wvok another first was 
witne^d when hydrocarbons flowed into 
fractionation modules, starting a series of 
trial runs that will culminate in full-fledged 
operaiitm by the end of August. 

‘i think wv rc doing preny well.'* Manager 
of ( Tperations Joseph Phayer told Saudi Bus - 
intss. *‘ We* re generally nn^chedule and have 
had no serious problems s«v far." 

The protect's designed capacity is 300.0U0 
barrels a day of NGL. which it distills into 
ethane, propane, butane and pentane or 
natural gasoline. The ethane will be used sol- 
ely for local consumption, largely in the pci- 
nxliemical complex being built by Mobil and 
the Saudi Basic Industries Corp. (Sabic) 
nearby in Yanbu Industrial ('ity. Other 
ethane customers will be the Yanbu Domes- 
tic Refinery, the Salt Water Conversitvn 
Corp. (SWCC) and the Royal C'ommissinn 
for Jubail and Yanbu. 

Hie Yanbu plant vvas designed with a

JEDDAH. July ,3n — While luxury goods 
previously were the hallmark of economic 
cooperaiion between Saudi Arabia and Swit- 
rcrland, a solid industrial base has now- been 
established according to Saudi Busiaess. 

This strengthening of lelations was 
enforced during the lasi week in Vlay when 
the Saudi-Swiss Joint Commission on 
Economic Cooperation met in Berne and 
stressed the need to strike a balance between 
luxury and industrial goods. They pushed (he 
door of the free but modest Swiss oil- 
products matkei further open to allow more 
imports of Saudi .Arabian pcirochemicai pro- 
ducts. At the same time Industry and Elecir- 
iciiy .Minister Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi reviewed 
bilateral trade with Frit? Honegger, president 
of the Swiss Confederation and head of the 
Federal Ministry for Public Economy. 

According to Saudi Business, Dr. 
Algosaibr s trip to Switzerland was seen by 
analysts as part of the marketing space-work 
necessitated by the rapid growth of down- 
stream industries at Jubail and Yanbu. 

Saudi Arabian exports to Switzerland wit- 
nessed a record increase of 61 percent last 
year, jumping from SR436 million in J 980 to 
SR7U2 million in 1981. Still, they covered 
only about one-third of Swiss exports to the 
Kingdom, which amounted to SR2 billion 
during the same period. 1.3 percent more than 
the previous financial year. 

According to Swiss Embassy figures. Swiss 
exports to the Kingdom jumped further to 
SR1.34 billion in the first six months of the 
current year, from SR9U2 million in the cor- 
responding period last year. 

Official figures, however, cannot tell the

whole story, because Switzerland's external 
trade is totally handled by private companies 

which enjoy maximum constitutional proiM- 
lion. This makes invisible trade done by Swiss 
companies in construct ipn, consulting, medi- 
cal, financial and 'hoiel services hard to esti- 
mate. ' 

A rough estimate of Sw-iss investment in 
Saudi Arabia is around SR180 million, 
involving 34 joint ventures. 

During the Geneva meetings, the Kingdom 
informed Switzerland that a wide range of 
petroleum products will be available for 
export. These will include methanol, low and 
high density polyethylene, ethylene glycol, 
ethylene dichloride, polyvinylchloride 
( PVC), styrene, ammonia, urea and ethanol. 

The Swiss welcomed the offer and emphas- 
ized that (here were no quantitative restric- 
tions on imports of these products. With two 
small refineries in operation. Switzerland can 
refine only 30 to 33 percent of its oil-product 
needs. 


$lb tag set on Bahrain plant 
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BAHRAIN. July 3u ( R) -- Bahrain's big- 
gest planned industrial project, a plant jointly 
owned by Bahrain, Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
to process heavy fuel oil into lighter and more 
valuable products, is expected to cost more 
than one billion dollars, a senior company 
official said Wednesday. 

The chiefexecutive of the Heavy Oil Con- 
version Company. Yusuf .Abdul Rahim, said 
thai work on the plant, which would include a 
refinery with a daily capacity of 80,000 bar- 
rels, would begin in 1 984 and' was expected to 
Iasi 30 months. 

The company, in which Bahrain has a 4U 
percent stake and Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 


30 percent each, was set up last year. It signed 
a S4D0.0U0 contract with (he U.S. Lummus 
Company on Monday for a technical and 
economic feasibility study. 

The scope and cost of the project would be 
determined on the basis of the study, but 
Abdul Rahim confirmed that he expected the 
cost to be more than one billion dollars. 

The plant will process fuel oil produced by 
refineries in the three shareholding states and 
export the resulting naphtha. light fuel and 
other products. 

The three Gulf countries signed another 
agreement last year to build a 400-million- 
doUar petrochemicals plant in Bahrain.

Egypt stresses commitment 
to Palestinian homeland 


WASHINGTON. July 30 (AP) — Egypt's 
Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali is deliv- 
ering a mes^e to President Ronald Reagan 
that the United States must commit itself to 
finding a homeland for the Palestinians if it 
wants a lasting Mideast peace. All. who con- 
ferred with the president at the White House 
Friday, is carrying a letter from Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak to Reagan. 

The contents of the letter were not dis- 
closed. but an Egyptian diplomatic source 
said Ali would emphasize Egypt’s position 
that restoring peace in the h^dle East 
involves more than just getting Yasser Arafat 
and the Palestine Liberation Organization 
out of West Beirut. 

“A Palestinian homeland, self- 
determination. there has to be something.” 
said the source, who did not want to be iden- 
tified. 

“Solving the present Lebanese crisis can- 
not be done only through the evacuation of 
the Palestinians from West Beirut." he said. 
"Just redistributing the Palestinians among 
the Arab countries wQl solve nothing... It wifi 


fust create a problem for someone else. 

A State Department official said Reagan 
is likely to tell Ali that a U.S. position in favor 
of a Palestinian homeland is out of ihc ques- 
tion for now. ”Wc are not prepared to make 
that statement." said the official. 

Mubarak told a group American C4*n- 
gressmen in Cairo Wednesday that Egypt is 
willing to accept some of the 8.000 Palesti- 
nian fighters now under siege by Israelis in 
West Beirut. However, there must be a prior 
U.S. guarantee to find a permaneni home- 
land for the Palestinians, he said. 

Asked if Egypt was making a homeland a 
condition for accepting the Palestinians, the 
diplomatic source said. "This is not our con- 
dition. This is our point of view." 

"We can have some Palestinians in Egypt, 
provided there is s»>me st^rt of formula that 
the Palcstiruans would have the right of self- 
determination. or a homeland, he said. 

Reagan told a news conference Wednes- 
day that the question of a Palestine homeland 
should be resolved in the Polestinian auton- 
omy ncgotiat\«ms .

Ethiopia-Somalia tension shatters peace hopes in Horn of Africa 


NAIROBI — 

Prospects for peace in the long-troubled Horn of 
.Africa have receded luer the past weeks with the 
latest outbreak of fighting along the Ethiopian- 
Somali border. Somalia says the latest flare-up 
began at the sian of July when heavily-armed 
Ethiopian forces, reinforced by Somali rebels, 
moved into central Somalia from the neighboring 
Ethiopian Ogaden province. 

.Nfogadishu said the invaders were spearheaded 
by Soviet-supplied armor and artillery and 
advanced under an umbrella provided by MiG 
fighter aircraft. 

'Ethiopia denies any participation and claims the 
assault is being conducted by" the Somali Salvation 
. D.cm.ocraiic Front (SSDF). a movement supported 
by .Addis .Ababa and whose aihi is to overthrow the 
S>'ma!i government. 

Western diplomats estimate the invading force at 
between b.tXKJ and v.OOO men although military 
authorities in Mogadishu say the figure Is far higher 
and includes Soviet. Cuban and other East bli.ic 
specialists as well as Ethiopian regulars. 

"rhe Soviet Union has declared its support for the 
SSDF and commentaries by the official Soviet news 
agency Tass describ«:d the Somali government as 
fascist and predicted it would be overthrown. 

Somalia's army waspiHirly cL|uipped to meet the 
latest attacks, according to W estern military experts 


in the region. Mogadishu appealed to the United 
States for milhaiy assistance and the United States 
has started to ship supplies to help the Somali army. 
Washington's decision to help Somalia was 
attacked by Ethio[^ and the Soviet Uninn as well 
as by the SSDF. which predicted the U.S. arms 
would soon fall into its hands anyway. 

The U.S. offered Somalia $40 million in defen- 
sive arms two years ago. when Somalia agreed to 
allow the United States to use the Siwiet-built naval 
base at Berbera. on the Gulf of Aden. The Berbera 
base had been unused since the Soviet Union trans- 
ferred its support fri>m Somalia to Ethiopia in 1 977 
— a move-that was deti^efn dealing a blow to the 
Somali army when -It launched a war against 
Ethiopian The Ogbden'Bdwrti Thc SoTn^ army' 
withdrew from Ethi^a in' 1978’. but iHfeAViJsiern 
Somali Liberatioin Front (WSLF). supported by 
the Svmali government.' has continued to wage a 
guerrilla war there over since. 

Today'serisis in the Honi of Africa has its roots in 
the 19th centuty "scramble for Africa** when Bri- 
tain. France. Italy and Ethiopia parceled put the 
arid, low-lying country then inhabited by the 
Somalis between the Ethiopian highlands and the 
Indian Ocean and the Gulf of Aden. 

In July I^O^hc fnnner Briush and Italian 
Somalitands became independent as the Republic 
of SLimaiia — with its national flag carrying a five- 


pointed star, ^mboiizing the five areas inhabited by 
the Somali people. 

In addition to the former Bridsh and Italian ter- 
ritories. the star symbolized the (then-Frencfa) 
Djibouti territory, tbe Ogaden area of Ethiopia, 
and Kenva's northern frontier district. 

A bitter guerrilla war was fought in northe^tem 
Kenya in the 1 960s. with the aim of securing that 
area for Somalia. Fighting ended in 1967-afier 
mediation through the Organization of African 
Unity (OAU). but Kenya has continued fo com- 
plain of Somali attacks on its territory, and remains 
suspicious of .Somalia's imentions — although 
Somali leaders say they have nowdroppedollclaim 
to Kenyan territory. 

Sbnralta's neighbors recall that one of the new . 
republic's aims was to unite all Somalis under one 
flag, and they say the idea of a united "greater 
Somalia” has never been abandoned despite 
Si>ma)/a*s membership of the OAU. whose charter 
says that pre-independence boundaries in Africa 
cannot be changed. 

Ethiopia says peace has been restored to the 
Ogaden province despite attempts by Somalia to 
wage a war there. Hundreds of thousands of Somali 
refugees from the Ogaden are now living in refugee 
camps in Somalia after fleeing from their homes to 
escape the combined effeas of disastrous drought 
and war. 


Austria bans arms to ‘repressive’ regimes

VIENNA — 

.Austria has passed a law banning arm.s sales to 
countries seriously abusing human rights afrer 
being embarras.sed by reports of its weapons being 
used in contlicis from the Falklands in the Middle 
Fnsi. 

Government officials say the new law will stem 
the rapidly increasing no»>d of arms exports w hich 
has made .Austria one of the West's leading 
weapiins suppliers. Critics say it is mere political 
w indnw -dressing and wriil make no difference at all. 

The law. passed by parliament the day before the 
current summer recess, followed reports that 
Argentine had used Austria's highly-rated Kueras- 
sier tank, delivered last year, against Britain in the 
Falklands conflict. 

Two years earlier the same make iif tank was used 
in Bi'Hvia in the streets of La Paz when Gen. Luis 
Garcia Meza overthrew elected President Siles 
Zuaso. 


Heinz Fi-scher. initiaiorof the bill and parliamen- 
tary leader of the ruling Socialist Party, said in an 
interview that one problem would be defining 
"serious ami repeated abuses of human rights" as 
stated by ihe law. 

"But if there is a government or political system 
using sv^cmatic repression of human tights, then 
such a enunCTV' would not get Austrian arms.” Dr. 
Fischer said. Arms to Argentina would definitely 
stop, he added. 

"TTie government would not draw up a "blacklist” 
but would have a close look at importing countries 
— a change of policy from last year when Foreign 
Minister Willibald Pahrsaid it was not his job when 
approving arms exports to fudge other country’ s 
moral standards, but to ensure Austria's security. 

Informed sources said Uruguay. Chile. Ethiopia 
and South Korea would be among a number of 
countries needing to kx>k elsewhere for their arms. 

Fischer described arms exports as "a necessary 
eviF' to offset the oist of supporting Austria's own 


army, but added: *'I am against the philosophy that 
weapons should be seen as a sign of hope for 
Austrian exports.” Fischer said he expected arms 
exports would slacken as a result of the new law. 
balling a rapid increase which, according to the U.S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, has pro- 
jected Austria to sixth place on the ladder of West- 
ern arms exporters. 

The 1 955 state treaty guaranteeing Austria's 
neutrality effectively bars it from selling weapons to 
countries at war. as well as prohibiting the building 
of rockets, and artiUeiy guns writh a range of over 
30 kilometers. 

Nevertheless Austrian tanks, armored cars, the 
"Bull” gun (which cao be readily adapted to fire 
beyond 30 kilometers) and the STG-77 assault rifle 
are highly regarded around the world. 

In his latest book. The Tank Makers Peter Pilz 
says at least 36 countries with poor human rights 
records have bought w'eapnns directly from Austria 
and indirectly, many more.(R)

West Ger- 
many. Britain. Canada and the United States, the 
delegates visited Sweden. Holland and Switzerland.

Rafransna of Madagascar, ted the churchmen, who 
included the Rev. Stanley Mogoba. of the South 
African Church Council, and the Rev. Albertus 
Maasdorp. general secretary of the Namibian 
Christian Council. 

At his Nairobi headquarters. Rafransoa said the 
AACC. which represents almost a quarter of 
Africa's population, decided on its peace initiative 
because members had become disappointed by the 
Jack of progress of Western anempes to settle the 
war in Namibia. 

The move was also influenced by the Reagan 
administration's expressed sympathy and support 
for the South African government, and the election 
of a Socialist government in France. He said the 
delegation called on church colleagues in the West 
m intercede with their governments to move South 
Africa inward genuine peace and independence for 
Namibia. Rafransoa said the delegates surprised the 
U.S. undersecretarx' for Africa. Dr. Chester 
Crocker, with their ^ticiU views on Western medi- 
ation efforts, claiming Crocker "became red in the 
face” when told his government was backing the 
wrong horse by supporting the South African gov- 
ernment. 

Referring to arguments that SWAPO. the 
Southwest African People's Organization, was con- 
trolled by Communists and received arms and aid 
from the Soviet Uniim and the Eastern bloc. Raf- 
ransna said: "People forget that SWAPO came to 
the West first, but wci% refused aid and support.” 


Pointing to the widely condemrred abuses of local 
people in Namibia by South African soldiers, be 
insisted that "for us. it is the South Africans who are 
the real terrorists.” 

"The Western countries have said that South 
Africa is the key to a successful settlement in 
Namibia. We told them that they had the equation 
backward. The Namibian people are the key — ^

He claimed that South African anger at church 
criticism iTver Namibia had resulted in tw.o priming 
presses owned by the Lutheran Church being des- 
troyed. His colleague, the Rev. Absalom Hashccla 
of the largest congregation in Namibia, the 
Evangelical Lutheran Ovambokavango Church, 
said that hundreds of people, including many 
church' workers, were being detained ina^m- 
municado, some reportedly victims of torture and 
“anonymous deaths.”

The study fits the "R'sertlemeht pr*»gram’* 
int(^ the context of apartheid's -system of 
influx eontrol and pass law s. showing that the 
tribal homelands, instead of being the means 
of blaek liberatiim which the giwemmenl 
claims, arc in reality' poverty-ttnieken n^'r- 
voirs of labor into which black wwkers are 
lix'ked until white employers in the cities 
reuuisition them under the migrant labiir sys- 
tem. 

The study has been undertaken by the 
Black Sash- a white women's organization 
which began as a protest nuwement in the 
fifties and later established advice offices m 
the major cities to help Africans who became 
entangled in apartheid's complex laws. 

In the pnx'ess it acquitx'd a vast amount of 
experience on the workings of these laws, and 
titday is widely acknowledged aspn'^bably the 
most authoritative source of information on 
the subject. 

This study has been prepared by spiedalists 


who have worked in the advio.' offices and 
visited the ri'seulmieni camps, and is pub- 
ILshed as a booklet entitk'd South A/Krir - a 
Land DivuM. 

h eitntains a map shmving the path of every 
removal, while re.searehers describe the con- 
ditions in the iTowded-and desperate r'SiM- 
tlement camps where the upnxUed millions 
have been clumped. 

The overall pletui\' highlights the curious 
ambiguity of prei«*nt-day Stmth Africa, for 
-the- claim that this is a jsiviety undergoing 
change is not a falsi' one. Many things have 
changed and a visitor who had not been here 
for lOyearswouIdbestruckby a transformed 
atm'ospheri'. 

Black people can enter h<^els and restaur- 
ants in Johannesburg they et^uid not entiT 
befon*.

Liberia plans reform 
of color bar nationality

MONROVIA (R) — The question of 
whether Liberia should retain its all-black 
character nr should allow citizenship to 
others who have settled here has always 
caused heated debate among Liberians, and 
is once more under review. 

*rhcrc have been allegations from abroad 
that Liberia. Africa's first independent 
republic, is operating a South Africa-stylc 
color bar in reverse. 

it was an impoitant issue w'hen the first 
ennstitutinn was adopted in 1847. but it 
remains just as topical today as a disting- 
uished panel of lawyers and other experts 
gathers views about a possible reform of the 
nationality law. 

Amos Sawyer and his constitutional 
drafting committee arc expected to report 
soon with their recommendations to milit- 
ary leader Samuel Doc. who suspended the 
enminunt's oldest coiutiiution after his W80 
coup d'etat. 

The founding fathers of Liberia, mainly 
relumed slaves from North America, were 
unanimous on the subject. The infant coun- 
try wiiuld never reach maturity unless the 
rights of the Huropeaas. bu.siiy carving up 
the African coastline at the time, were 
tightly restricted. 

Article five, .section 13 of the first con- 
siituiton contained ihi.s pnwi.sion: “The 
object of the forming of the.se colonies 
being i«> provide a home for the dispersed 
and oppressed children of Africa, and to 
generate and enlighten this benighted con- 
tinent. none hut persrm.s of color shall be 
admitted to citizenship in Ihfs republic." 

Their intention was dear, but the phras- 
ing was ambiguous and there were ca.ses of 
pure Arabs and North Africa Jews demand- 
ing to bccivmc eiti/ens bccau.se they were 
Vlthcr “eoloa-d" or African or both. 


So the confusion was settled by a 1 907 
amendment restricting nationality to “none 
but Negros or persons of Negro descent" — 
which, as the Liberian historian Charles 
Huberish noteil swa|^d a radaJ test for 
the fonner geographical or color test. 

Supporters of a change in the law say that 
the original fears of Liberians, that colonial 
interests would buy up all the land and 
dominate the country's political and 
economic life, no longer apply. 

Lawyer Peter Amos George, president of 
the National Bar Assodation. told the 
committee that the restriction w*as holding 
back Liberia's development. 

Foreigners would hardly invest in a coun- 
try which denied them the right to own 
property or vote in elections, he said. 

liie biggest group concerned arc the 
3..S00 Lebanese traders, many of whom 
bom here. Many marry Liberian women 
and register their property in the names of 
wives and children. The custom angers 
Some indigcnou.s people, who allege that 
the Lebanese take African wives only in 
order to extend their grip on trade and 
commerce. 

Other supporters of a change point to 
Liberia's nci^bor. the Ivory Coast claiming 
that iLs prosperity was partly the result of 
allowing non-Africans to become dtizens.

As each of the 10 tiny tribal homelands 
boeome independent (four have already), all 
members the tribe concerned are stripped 
of their South African dtaenship and 
benime citizens of the homeland only. 

The government's ultimate aim is to make 
all 2 1 million blacks “foreigners" and turn 
the 4..S00.000 whites into a majority. Smui- 
taneously. all blacks regarded as “superflu- 
ous" that is. who are not needed by the vubitc 
economy — are being ^cmaticaUy concen- 
trated in the overcrowded and largely unde- 
veloped homelands. 

In addition to the huge numbers being 
moved nut of the white area, many are being 
moved fnim one black area to another 
because the government is determine to 
separa to the black population on ethnic lutes. 
Zulus must be concentrated in the Zulu 
homeland. Snth<is in the Sotho homeland, 
and so on. 

The people are loaded in trucks, trans- 
ported to the new area, and dumped. Onfy 
the handful who own 42 acres of land or more 
are entitled to compensaioiy land in the new 
friaee.Thc rest are placed in “settlements" on 
tiny plots where they cannot keep livcstoek 
— which means those who have cattle or 
goats have to sell them at giveavi/ay prices and 
can no longer live by subsistence farnung. 

They arc usually given a tent when they are 
dumped but the tent is taken away after three 
months to be used for new arrivals. 

There is seldom any work near the reset- 
tlement camps. Fewer than 15 percent of new‘ 
black work-seekers can find jobs in the home- 
lands. 

So the people in these crowded rural slums 
can do nothing but wait, starving, in the hope 
that a “reuuisition nrdei’' win come from a 
boss in white South Ahica w*ho needs labor. 
*Then they can go away for a year on a worit 
contract, at the end of which the en^lr^r 
must dismiss them and return them to the 
homeland to await another requisition oi^er. 

Kthel Walt, one of the contributors to the 
Black Sash study, writes of the resettlement 
areas: “The details may vary from one area to 
another but the one common factor in all is 
the poverty — the grinding, unremitting pov- 
erty and desolation, and the hunger. From 
north to south across the country the statistics 
on starvation and infant mortality make dril- 
ling reading. 

There is also a sharp increase in poverty- 
related illnesses such as tuberculosis, as well 
as periodic outbreaks of cholera and typnid in 
areas where the water supply is polluted. 

“The trauma and sense of shock of hnreed 
uprooting also takes its toll on the mental 
health of the people. A sense of alienation, 
despair and apathy is common " 

lihe black Sash study says in condurion: 
“The final chapter of the resettiemem sioiy is 
yet to be written. Removals are cominumg 
unceasingly on a scale difficult to com- 
prehend. either in its numbing magnitude or 
in the private anguish and horror of each 
individual tragedy""

While private traders thrive 

Soviet food shops have little to offer

ALMA ATA. Soviet Union (R) — A 
selection of cows' heads, hewn crudely 
through the middle, were the only adornment 
of the meat shelves in Alma Ata's central 
food store as housewives busily stocked up 
for the weekend. 

Those not attracted by the staring eyes and 
blacked teeth quickly grabbed the last of a 
few scrawny chickens and some salt fish. 
Apan from that, the state-run shop had little 
to offer its customers for their Sunday lunch. 

Few seemed too perturbed, for just a few; 
blocks away they could join the queues at the 
meat stalls in this Central Asian city's bustl- 
ing market and pick up a prime cut of beef or 
lamb with no difficulty. 

The difference is a simple one. The market 
stalls are run by private traders who rear their 
own animals or grow their own crops and sell 
their produce at two or three times the subsid- 
ized price levels in the government stores. 

But prices are not an important factor. “1 


Brazilians cracking up 
under years of repression

RIO DEJANEIRO(AP)— The people of 
Rio de Janeiro — often portrayed in movies 
and travel brochures as happy-go-lucky folks 
dancing the Samba or frolicking cm the beach 
— are suffering from severe p^chiamc prob- 
lems because of political repression and 
economic hardships, according to a con- 
tmveisial new study. 

The study, entitled "Who's Cracking up in 
Rio de Janeiro.*' gained nationwide attention 
foliow'ing its presentation at the recent 
annual meeting of the Brazilian Society fm* 
the Progress of Science by four researdiers 
led by Dr. Paulo Sergio SiNulima. a professor 
of clinical psychology at Catholic Univeraity 
here. 

Years of repressive government, especially 
the current military regime whidi has been in 
power since 1964. caused a "psychoanalyse 
explosion" in Rio. fueled by "a populace 
massacred, oppressed and castrated by arbit- 
rary. dictatorial acts." the study claims. 

'The situation worsened, the paper adds, 
with the present regime's "savage capitalist" 
approach to economic development. w4iicfa 
widened Che gap between rich and poor and 
reduced the average worker's buying power. 

“The economic and political factors that 
made the middle dass mentally ill also 
engendered a demand for psychiatric help 
among the poor, who were going progres- 
sively crazier." according to the paper. 

“Rio definitely b not the way it looks on 
post cards." said Maria Anita Lima. 38. dur- 
ing an interview by the associated Pres witii 
tlw study's four authors. She too is a profes- 
sor of clinical psychology at Catholic Univer- 
sity and worked on the study. She is married 
to Lima. 

Lima said that after the 1964 coup tiic 
regime, in a crackdown on supposed leftists in 
universities, forced large numbers of students 
out of "politically dangerous" curriculums. 
such as sodology. and into psychology and 
psychoanalysis, considered "safer" majors. 

The anti-subversion campaign also 
included the secret arrest and torture of sus- 
pected dissidents, summary firing of mis- 
trusted public officials, censorship and rep- 
ression of politics. 

"There wa.s a big shift into psychoanalysis 
— on the pan of practitioners and patients — 
because the people of Ri<i had their tradi- 
tional channels of expression cut off" said 
fellow researcher Ricardo Przemyslaw. 3.5. 
who is finishing work fiw cenlficatUm as a 
psychoanalyst from the Brazilian 
Psyeholoanalysis St^cicty. 

*The researchers said they spent six months 
interviewing 22 Rh> psychoanalysts, with a 
mainly affluent clientele, and directors of five 
liK-al psychiatric clinics that treat m4istly piMU- 
people. U» as.semblo their pnifiK’ the 
psychoanalysis demand ofCaritwas- The four 


researchers acted on their own to draw up the 
study for the scientific meeting. 

"Who's Cracking up in Rio de Janeiro" 
does not cite names or describe cases of indi- 
vidual treatment. It does not give actual com- 
parative figures for psychoanalysis sessions 
here before and after toe military takeover. 

Nevertheless, after the paper was pre- 
sented at the meeting. local news media gave 
it blaring coverage. 

The weekly news magazine Veja called the 
study “one of the hottest and most polemical 
events" of toe meeting at which it was 
released. The government has had no reac- 
tion to the study. 

The fact that the presentation of “Who's 
Cracking up in Rio" w as not impeded by toe 
police or censored in the press may be a sign 
of toe times, reflecting what the military 
regime calls its “political opening." 

The psychologists also noted that the social 
and political upheaval was going on at same 
time that the newly built inland city of 
Brasilia was replacing Rio as toe nation’s cap- 
ital. disrupting traditional Rio lifestyles even 
more. 

“So what w’e got was a unique Rio w'ay of 
cracking up." Mrs. Lima said. “R.io turned 
into a big beach resort." she added. "The 
only way people could satisfactorily express 
themselves without getting into political 
trouble or bringing on even more anxiety was 
to concentrate on the cult of their own bodies 

— diets, suntans and bikinis." 

"Psychoanalysis became a Rio fashion." 

said her husband. "The rich sought private 
analysts and then spread the phenomenon by 
sending iheir menially distraught employees 

— and even their maids — to gmup therapy 
sessions at public psychiatric clinics." 

The paper noted, though, that while mem- 
bers of Rio's middle class were coping with 
political and economic pressure by taking up 
sports such as jogging, "to be slim and there- 
fore beautiful." the poor w ound up doing a 
different kind of running. "M catch the train 
for work, to dodge the police or to escape 
fiDm muggers." 

The researchers said in the Interview there 
has been a very recent slight downward trend 
in psychoanalyris procurement in Rio. But 
they could not state whether this was due to 
the regime's promise to hold elections this 
year and allow more civilian participation in 
toe government. 

Rin's psychoanalytical nimmunity. which 
is splintered among various schtxils of 
thought, has had no consensus reaction. The 
magazine Veja noted that 4>nc of Rit>'s most 
famous high-society psychiatrists. Dr. 
Kduardo Mascarenhas. was running for Con- 
gress this year and .suggested that Brazilians 
who have been forced by inflation to give up 
scsslttns with their analysis could now "seek 
calharris on campaign commiiu*i*s."

Alma Ata's market, run largely by smiling 
and canny Uzbecks renowned throughout the 
Soviet south for their keen business sense, is 
much more richly stocked than most. 

But a similar contrast between empty shop 
shelves and the relative abundance of the 
private stalls can be found in dozens of Soviet 
cities and in many of them people would have 
to go w'ithout meat for much of toe month if 
the traders did not exist. 

It is apparently in recognition of this that 
toe Soviet authorities happily tolerate this 
thriving remnant of private enterprise. In 
Moscow, for example, where demand far 
e.Nceeds the supply of fresh produce and 
money is plentiful, market food prices are 
often as much as six times the official level. 

Each year entrepreneurs from the w’arm 
Caucasus pack suitcases with tomatoes or 
fresh fruit and fly to toe Soviet capital, where 
in a couple of hours* iradmg they can earn 
enough for their renirn air fare and a good 
night out on the town. 

But toe lure of easy money also attracts 
shady elements, and the party chief of Azer- 
baijan. Geidar Aliyev, warned in a speech 
this month that racketeers were taking a hold 
of the private markets in his Caucasian 
republic.

"Meat? We don't have any here, you may 
try toe market to see if they've got some 
today." a shop girl in Kentau's cemral food 
store said. 

In Chimkent, the market did have supplies 
but only of stringy horse meat and some cow s* 
heads and hooves. "You have to come early 
in the morning for beef, it's all gone by nine nr 
ten." one Kazakh trader advised. 

Elsewhere in the Soviet Union the .situa- 
tion is often worse. In parts of Siberia and 
European Russia there is formal rationing, 
limiting buyers to one or two kilos of meat a 
month. Butter, eggs and milk are also in shon 
supply in most areas. 


The effect on people's diets is visible in 
official figures. From the mid-l960's to tbe 
mid-197l^ there was a general shift from 
starchy fare to a healthier intake of more 
meat, vegetables and dairy produce. 

But over the past five nr six years supplies 
have either stagnated or deteriorated. 

An official publication on agricultural 
problems published last year put annual per 
capita consumption of meat at 7 kilos and 
admitted that dieticians advised a minimum 
of 78 kilos. Milk, fruit and vegetable con- 
sumption was even further below recom- 
mended levels. 

A prime cause of toe shortages during toe 
past three years has been a succession of poor 
harvests. As a result, fodder has been in short 
supply and the average weight of animals 
taken to toe slaughter has dropped from year 
to year. 

But Soviet new spapers also frankly discuss 
other factors which have contributed to the 
chronic weaknesses in almost all sectors of 
Siwiet agriculture. 

Foremost is a general loss of fanning skills 
and commitment amongst the work force as 
industrialization of the farmlands has prog- 
ressed. 

Often rural dwellers have been uprooted 
from villages and put in high-rise apartments 
in an attempt to offer the comforts of city life 
and stop toe drift from the land. But the move 
also severs their links with the soil. 

At toe same time factory farming has 
turned animal husbandry into a nine-to-five 
job where few workers show* any real interest 
in the welfare of toe livestock in their care. 

Last May. President Leonid Brezhnev 
announced a new food program aimed at 
eradicating shortages by the end of the- 
decade by improving farm methods. Part of 
that program takes a leaf nut of toe book of 
the private traders by urging a revival of small' 
farmsteads. 

Collective farm workers are to be paid, 
bonuses in the form of seeds or fodder to 
induce those with their own plots to grow 
crops or keep animals and at toe very least 
cover their own needs instead of buying from 
local shops, as most do now. 

Aliyev, the energetic Azerbaijani leader, 
has already taken steps to put theory into 
practice by declaring that there must soon be 
at least one cow in every single farmei^syard. 

The emphasis on private farming is a rever- 
sal of policies pursued for decades and could 
turn out to be a vital move toward resuscitat- 
ing the countr>''s ailing agriculture. 

But for the next few- years, at least, the 
private traders in Alma Ata market probably 
need not worry about losing their thriving 
business.

In additi*'*n t*'* pain in 
tendons, ligaments and muscles, patients complain **f cnsumi tired- 
ness and extreme fatigue. The c**nditli*n ma> last <*n and off for 
111 * -nthsorN ears. It max aiiack between the ages **t hut w**men 
are mi>re susceptible. cspccialK near the age of menopause. Usually, 
there isn't any obxi«'us cause of the disease. But ptitienis often 
ci*mplain that their pain is exaggerated by excessive c«^ld. stress or 
excess exercise. < iveruse «'f certain muscles may initiate an aiiuek. .A 
full or po**r posture may cimtribuie i" the symptoms. 


In my experience, patients who suffered fr**mfibMsilis are anxh'us 
and tense; they may be depressed or admit tp pentup hostilities. 
Many are light sleepers and do not wake up refreshed. 


I Although it is a stubborn eonditi**n. Mrs. U.. it is likely that your 
I fibrositis ean he helped and ci*mrollcd by use of medieatii*n and 
j physieni therapy. Muscle relaxes and sedaiixes are often cffoeiivc. If 
I yi*u are always tense, learning h**w to rela.\ is prt*bably one of the 
V,mi*st imporiani methods in o\crcv*niing fibrositis.

Oxford. England, has investigated the possi- 
bility of inducing analgesia suitable for dental 
purposes by means of electro-analgesia. 

It has been known for some time that elec- 
tric currents appear to bring about analgesia, 
or prevention of pain, in dentistry. Exactly 
hv-tw this effect i$ induced is not clear but. as a 
a*$ult nf Savage's investigations over the past 
seven years, it is clear that dental electro- 
analgesia is an effective and safe method for 
the prevention nf pain. 

Following his research an instrument for 
inducing dental clcctn'*-analgesia. HM 1 00 
pi*wer supply unit, is now* being produced by 
Lloyd Instruments. This unit is designed to 
put a cv>nlmlled constant current through a 
device such as a dental drill In order to numb 
the sensation in the nerve endings nf the teeth 
and surrounding tissues. 

The constant current can be varied from 
O-IOOu A. and is set on a digital display. The 
apparatus is designed to overcome very rapid 
changes in resistance of the drill tip on con- 
tact with the teeth, and to retain and maintain 
the adjusted constant current. The direction 
of the current can be reversed rapidly by 
means of a pv>larity change-over switch. A 
small bidirectional analogue indicator shows 
both the dir^ninn and magnitude of the cur- 
rent applied to the patient. 

The equipment is portable and battery 
operated. Both padent and operation are 
completely safeguarded as the equipment 
uses isolated batteries of only 9 V. 

In studies of 22 patients the method proved 
wholly sadsfactory in all but one patient, and 
even this patient was quite prepared to have a 
further coui^ of electro-analgesia should 
further dental treatment be necessary. The 
method is also of value in patients who are 
unable to tolerate a local anesthetic. There 
has been no evidence of any damage to the 
teeth treated.

Papuans to get TV by 1 985 


New air filter

47 cm in diameter and 30.5 cm high. It has a 
90 VV electric motor which draws in contami- 
nated air through top and bottom orifices by 
means of a special centrifugal fan which uses 
horsehair bristles in place of blades.

MANILA (Depthnews) — What will the 
Papuans do when they see Miss Peggy? How 
wiU they react when they see the Cookie 
Monster gobbling anything in sight that 
resembles a chocolate chip cookie? 

Will they turn livid when Dr. Banner trans- 
forms into the Hulk? Ot will they be swept 
away by the grandeur of the royal wedding? 

These questions are in the minds of many 
sociologists in Papua NewOuinea now. They 
may sound trivial but they are actually very 
crucial questions as television wiD be intro- 
duced in 1985. 

An Australian satellite link will literally 
bring the modern world into the primitive 
household of Papua New Guinea. And this 
scares a lot of people. One official has even 
said that such shows as '‘Sesame Street" 
might lead to political upheavals. 

You might think that the Cookie Monster 
and the Big Bird are all a political per- 
sonalities. But if they are set against a back- 
ground which is very affluent by Papuan 
standards, it win give rise to a lot of social 
problems. 

Interpreted another way. the Papuans 
might want to learn to speak Spanish or Black 
English. They might alM want to live in urban 
ghettos instead of in their villages. Or they 


might want to live in garbage cans like the 
Grouch. 

But there is another dimension to the fears 
to concerned Papuans. Without the broad- 
casting and programming expertise of more 
advanced countries, Papua New Guinea will 
be forced to import cheap mass-produced 
shows. This would raise the level of expecta- 
tion of the Papuans (think of ail those cars, 
the food, the magnificent houses). Bui ihc 
government's inability to give them exacilv 
the same lifestyle would only lead to frusira- 
tions and eventually, rebellion. 

Such fears are well-grounded. Ed Brumbv . 
who has studied the effects of television in ihc 
Third World, says: "The most insidious thine 
about the introduction of TV is that it inevit- 
ably leads to a rise of consumerism and cul- 
tural domination from overseas." 

Brumby tried an experiment to determine 
the villagers' reaction to classical music. He 
played Mendelsohno and Bach to the villa- 
gers and asked them what the music brought 
to their minds. The answer was always "cow- 
boys.”. 

Clearly, the introduction of television into 
Papua New Guinea will mean leaping across 
an enormous cultural chasm. And the results 
could be extremely dangerous.

Australians discuss governor general role 


CANBERRA. July 30 (AFP) —The arri- 
val of a new Australian governor general. Sir 
Ninian Stephen, who assumed office Friday, 
hasnot stilled the arguments about the le^ 
powers of British Oueen Elizabeth’s rep- 
resentative here. 

The arguments have been taken up by a 
minorr^ movement seeking an Australian 
repubhe with the governor-general elected as 
an executive, as in the United States and 
France. Until lace 1 975. the governor general 
was assumed to be representing the constitu- 
tional monarch (Oueen Elizabeth) and had 
constitutional powers to act only on the 
recommendation of the prime minister of the 
day.' 

.This. changed when the then governor gen- 
eral. Sir John Kerr, withdrew the commission 
of Labor Prime Minister Lough Whitlam. in 
effect dismisang him and his government on 
Nov. 11. 1975. Sir John has .«nce explained 


that he was acting on a literal inteiprctation 
of the constitution, because in his view parii- 
ament had become unworkable with the 
Liberal-Country Party opposition threaten- 
ing to block financial supply. 

The inddem left Australia deeply divided, 
and Thursday’s swearing-in of a man without 
obvious political clout, distingui^ed lawyer 
and former high court justice. Sir. Ninian 
Stephen, is an obvious attempt to avoid 
further controversy. 

Sir Ninian was appointed to succeed Sir 
Zelman Cowen. who has gone to an academic 
appointment at Oxford University in Eng- 
land after completing what he called "a heal- 
ing term of office following the events of 
1975." 

Many Australians — at least half according 
to public opinion polls and recent elections— 
believe that the governor general's powers 
should be tested in court. Australia has no 


establt^cd process tn icsi these pnucis 
because constitutional praciist* to follow 
the British parliameniary system, thereby 
the crown must accept the advice of iheprimc 
minlster having a majority in the House of 
Representatives. 

A suggestion that the heir to the Britain 
throne. Prince Charels. should b>c invited to 
become governor general collapsed because 
Prince Charles could not ai^:epi a position 
where the crown's powers in Australia had a 
precedent of greater pow er than the crow n in 
Westminister. The British sovereign cannot 
sack a prime minister under any circums- 
tances. 

Since I**75. Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser, who was the beneficiary of the unpre- 
cedented 1975 dismissal destroying Labor's 
chances of election, has been careful to select 
politically unaffliiated people for the iob xf 
governor general.

The Soviet Chawing move'eame amid a tiff 
betwMD Jakarta and Washington over sex’- 
eral issues such as the Middle East and a new 
shipping rule here that angered American 
shippers by requiring Indonesian cargo to be 
carried by Indonesian vessels. 

Relations between Indonesia and the 
Soviet Union had deteriorated since an abor- 
tive Communist coup attempt here in 1 96.1 
which led to the down^ of the late President 
Soekaino. who had sided with the Soviet 
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Union in the East-West Cold War. 
Soekarno's pro-Soviet policy had resulted in 
Moscow’s sending massive arms supplies to 
strengthen the Indonesian armed forces to 
carry out his confrontation policy against 
Malaysia in 1963. 

The Soviets appear unable to take advan- 
tage of the cool relations between Indonesia 
and China. Indonesia seems determined at 
present not to normalize its diphvmatic tics 
with China, suspended shortly after the I %5 
coup. 

Several Indonesian Communist leaders 
such as Oiawoto and Jusuf Adjitorop have 




been given pvviitical asylum in Peking. 
Indonesian officials have made it clear that 
their tough anti-Communtst policy at home 
will nm affect Jakarta's goivd relations with 
Communist countries. "Communism and 
Marxism arc banned here, but this does not 
neccs&irily mean that ue should not have 
friendly, tics with Communist states." *»nc 
official said. 

Trade Minister Radius Prawiro said after 
receiving the Soviet mission Thursday that he 
had high hopes that trade relations between 
Indoni^ia and the Soviet Union ovuld grow 
faster in the interest of btnh countries.

Thursday.

Japan, Russia 
resume oil hunt 

TOKYO, July 30 (R) — Japan and the 
Soviet Union have resumed oil and gas dril- 
ling in their U.S.-delayed project off the 
Soviet far-east island of Sakhalin, the Japan- 
ese partner in the project has said. 

Sadao Kobayashi, president of the Sakha- 
lin Oil Development Cooperation Company 
Ltd (SO DECO), told reporters Thurs^y the 
exploratory drilling will be carried out by a 
Soviet rig only. 

The drilling was suspended in mid-June 
after increased United States economic sanc- 
tions against the Soviet Union prohibited 
using a Japanese rig with important electric 
logging equipment made by an American 
company. 

Kobayashi said that to make up for the 
delay, borings next year will be increased to 
five. In the meantime, he said, SODECO will 
try to charter a rig not affected by the sanc- 
tions. The two sides have agreed to continue 
prospecting off Sakhalin until 1983 with two 
rigs, he said. 

Court blocks merger 
of top oil companies 

WASHINGTON, July 30 (R)- The third ■ 
largest company merger in U.S. history, a $5 
billion deal between two big oil firms, has 
been temporarily blocked by a judge at the 
government's request. 

U.S. district court judge Charles Richey 
Thursday ruled in support of the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC) which said that 
Gulf Oirs planned takeover of Cities Services 
company would dampen__competltion in the 
oil industry and not be lir*hebest interest of 
consumers. 

The judge said he wouia sign an order that 
would stop Gulf ftom buying shares in Cities 
Service for lU days. He told the three parties 
to appear again Saturday for discussions on 
how to proceed with the government's case.

Jakarta helps small industries to blossom 


J.AKARTA, July 3i» (Depthnews) — 
Anvbody care for canned tempe and tahu? 
Gourmets may soon find Indonesian-made 
canned tempe (fermented soybean cake) 
and mAh (bean curd) on the shelves of ihicr 
favorite grtKvrv stores. 

The introduction of canned tempe and 
tahu is no business breakthrough. Rather, it 
sicnifies a new- direction in Indonesia's 
efforts to give impetus to its fledgling small 
industries. 

,7 he country's smalt industries have been 
overshadowed by headline grabbing items 
on the establishment ofbillion dollar plants 
in petrochemicals. inU'gnitL'd wood- 
prucevsing, aircraft and steel mills. 

.Nu less than Industry .Minister A.R. 
Soehoud has admitted that Indonesia's 
small-scale indusirv has been floundcTing 
because of several constraints, while those 
of other couniries in the region were mak- 
ing dramatic headway. 

"He vaid lack of enlightened management 
and poor quality of products have kept 
'•mall industries in the doldrums. Admil- 
ledlv, the quality of Indonesian products 
churned out by its small business entrep- 
reneurs guncraliy falls far short of interna- 
lionally accepted standards. 


But that IS only one of several problems. 
Another major constraini i'- the capacity of 
the industry to produce the usually big vol- 
ume required by (he domestic ns well as the 
foreign markets. Small manufacturers have 
often defuulied on their supply commit- 
ments and ihi5 has soured buyers' confi- 
dence in the industry as a whole. 

While small industries arc c.xpcrTcneinc 
acute crowing pains, ihc medium and large 
industries ate saining ground. Minister 
Soehoed said those industries arc expand- 
ing both their domestic and foreign mar- 
kets: they are collectively also in sound 
financial footing. 

Despite .Mr. Soelioed''; generyli7atlon of 
the problem® of <mall industries, some of 
them are showing Signs of progress. In u 
Tcccnt iakuna exhibhiun. ihe Indonesian 
Tempe and Tahu Cooperative { Kopiil dis- 
played locally-made mech;Mtl7cd proces- 
sing units that could boost considerably the 
yield of local producers of the two prv'ducts. 

A tahu processing guar costing 7 million 
lupiahs ($11,20(1) can ground, cook and 
filler 6>.) kilos of soybean an hour. 1 hi.s is a 
distinct improvement over the trndiliunai 
manual process involved iniafiu pn.>ccssing. 
On the other hand, the tempe processor 


costs less than 5i)U.nUU rupiahs (5800), and 
has a capacity of iOO kilos per hour. 

.Also displayed during the Jakarta exhibi- 
tion was a plastic bag-making machine cost- 
ing 4 million rupi3hs(S6,4UU). One unit can 
produce 30-60 mm plastic bags an hour. 

The machine, made by a Jakarta man- 
ufacturer. has 90 percent locally-made 
components. Only ihe dynamo and some 
eieciTonic pans are imported. 

Kopii is confident that the breakthrough 
inig^ ondtempe production would open up 
new oppoMuniiies for small industries. The 
cuoperative will establish a 2.5 billion 
rupiah ($4 million) plant in Bantul. Yog- 
jakaria lo manufacture export quality /diiit 
and tempe. 

The plant will have a dally production 
capacity of 10 tons. To be constructed near 
the Gunune Sempu Small Industries Set- 
tlement ( PIK). the plant will employ up to 
.■542 people. 

Small industries in Indonesia are divided 
Imo two categories, depending on ihe 
number of workers they employ. Collage 
(household) industries employ one lo two 
persons, w'hile those that employ from five 
to nine persons fall under the category of 
medium industries. ^

The company, w'hich expects to lose up to 
S I billion this year, said in a statement that it 
aimed to produce lorries and farm equipment 
in North America and only farm equipment 
in Britain. France and West Germany. 

Engine production in West Germany and 
the United States and the enmapny's worl- 
dwide sales organization would not be 
affected. 

The company would also close a truck 
assembly plant a components plant and an 
agricultural equipment plant in the U.S. 

International Harvester estimated that its 
losses fivr the fiscal year ending in October 
would total 5925 million without the restruc- 
turing and somewhere between S900 million 
and SI billion if it was implemented.

American 
banks slash 
rate to 11.5% 

NEW YORK. July 30 (RJ — Bank of 
America, the biggest United Stales bank, fol- 
lowed the lead of several other major banks 
and lowered its prime lending rate to 1.5.5 
perrent from 16 percent. 

Bank of America, ranked number one by 
deposits, was among at least a dozen banks 
Tbufsday that cut their prime, a base rate for 
business loans, in a round of reductions 
begun on Mondav by Manufacturers 
Hanover Trust and Chemical Bank. 

Chase Manhattan. Security Pacific and 
Marine Midland were among other banks 
that announced cuts in their prime rate 
Thursday. 

The reductions were the second hslf-point 
decline in 1 0 days, a de\'clopmeni attributed 
by money market analysts to lower costs to 
banks fw acquiring funds. The Federal 
Reserve Board on July 1 9 lowered from 1 2 to 
1 1 .5 pereem the fee it charges banks borrow- 
ing funds from the 12 Federal Reserv'e system 
banks. 

Italy aims to cut 
spending sharply 

ROME. July 30 (R) — An economic 
au^erhy package due to be approved by the 
Italian «binet later Friday aims at a budget 
defidt below' 60.000 billion lire in both 1 982 
and 1<%3. financial sources said. 

They said this would be achieved through 
increasing revenue and making savings 
amounting to 1 0.000 bOlion lire in the rest of 
1982 and up to 30.000 billion lire in 1983. 

fo total up to the end of 1 983 . the measures 
aim to increase revenue by amount 12.000 
million lire and make savings of 28.000 bil- 
lioD on social security and subsidies for public 
utilities, they said. 

Earlier this week, political sources here 
said the package, to be presented to parlia- 
ment by Saturday, would set a ceiling for the 
budget deficit in 1983 of 70.000 billion lire.

Government spokesman Lttha Ruehl said 
the reasoning with which foe president 
defended the sanctions was "illogical and 
hardly convincing.*' 

Reagan told a \Vhite House news confer- 
ence Wednesday that the embargo, bitterly 
disputed by the European allies, w-ould dep- 
rive Moscow of hard currency earnings which 
it could otherwise spend on rearmament. 

He said Chancellor Helmut Schmidt still 
believed that the 'family quarrel' in the West- 
ern alliance over the pipeline deal would be 
over by foe end of this year. Asked on what 
evidence this optimism was founded, the 
spokesman said Schmidt had reached the 
judgment after his talks with U.S. Secretary 
of State George Shultz and 'based on his own 
knowledge and long experience." 

France and Italy say they will defy the ban 
and West Germany isencouraging firms to do 
so. Britain, the other major supplies for the 
project, is considering what Foreign Secret- 
ary Francis Pym described last night as 
unilateral action on the issue. 

Schmidt flew back to Hamburg Friday 
after a lO-day tour of foe United States and 
Canada during which he had extensive pri- 
vate talks with Shultz, a long-time personal 
ftiend. 

In a series of lectures and inters’iews in the 
U.S.. the chancellor said the embargo viol- 
ated European countries' sovereignty. 
Despite the measures, he said, "the pipeline 
will W built." 

Govemment sources said Bonn was disap- 
pointed by several of Reagan’s remarks. 
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including his negative assessment of the 
chances of a meeting with Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev. 

The West German press Friday criticized 
the president's attempts to differentiate bet- 
ween the pipeline deal and U.S. grain sales to 
the Kremlin.

GUAYAQUIL, fcciiador. July 3U (R) - 
Security men outnumbered coinpciiiors by 
more than two loone when the Fourth World 
Swimming Championships formally began 
Thursday night with a banner-wa\ing cere- 
mony punctuated by bursts of Hreworks. 

Presidential security chief Belisario Piniu 
said more than 2.5UU troops had been drafted 
in from all parts of ihis equatorial South 
American republic for the 1 (i-day champion- 
ships in which 1.122 competitors from 55 
counuies are taking pan. 

Some organi?ing officials said Guayaquif s 
exceptionally high crime rate was to blame 
for the almost stifling security presence. But 
Pinto said it was due to the concentration of 
most of ihe Ecuadorean government in 
Guayaquil. "The championships are 
extremely imporiani for the city's image and 
it is our duty to provide maximum protection 
for the teams', he said. 

The championships began before the open- 
ing ceremony with the synchronised swim- 
ming competition, which features artistic 
routines from 135 participants. 

Competition begins Friday in the diving 
and waterpolo events with 1 n teams vying for 
the waieipolo title, won by Italy at the last 
championships in West Berlin four years ago. 

Chino are expected to dominate the diving 
competition. But the United States are confi-

■ LONDON, July 30 (AFP) - Two Man- 
chester City officials flew to Milan Friday to 
discuss an increased offer by Genoese club 
Sampdoria for City's World Cup striker Tre- 
vor Francis.

Thurs- 
day signed a 400,000 pounds sponsorship 
deal with Swedish car firm SAAB, but that 
money cannot be used for new players. 

The money, following a shirt sponsorships 
deal to be paid over two years, will not be 
made available to manager John Bond for 
buying players. City chairman Peter Swales 
said,“Bui it should please our bank manager 
no end." 

As well as wearing the name SAAB on 
their shirts the First Division club will receive 


a number of Swedish cars for “eertgin, offi- 
cials" and will be given 13 more for the play- 
ers if they win the League Championship. 

Meanwhile, negotiations to try to save 
Wolverhampton Wanderers football club 
from closure were continuing in secret 
Thursday. The receiver called in to try to 
keep the Second Division side alive hoped to 
be able lo announce by lundiiime Friday that 
he had succeeded. 

Receiver Alistair Jones has uniil 1600 
GMT Friday to save the club, one of the 
founder members of the Football League. 
Wolves, past league champions, F.A. Cup 
and League Cup winners, are more than two 
million pounds ($3.5 million) in debt. 

A government decision to grant Swedish 
international footballer Robert Pryiz a work 
permit to play for Glasgow Rangers has upset 
Stoke City, who were refused a permit for the 
same player, it was reported. 

Stoke had to return Prytz to Malmo last 
February after a 80,000 pounds ($140,000) 
transfer had been agreed. Officials from the 
English club traveled to London to seek an 
explanation. 

Secretary Mike Potts said one of the main 
reasons given by the government's depart- 
ment of employment was that Scottish clubs 
do not have the same number of players to 
choose ftom as English teams.

WINDHOEK. Namibia. July 30 (Agen- 
cies) — Senior diplomats of the five Western 
powers seeking an early independence set- 
tlement in disputed Namibia said Friday elec- 
tion^ were possible in the first half of next 
year. 

The ambassadors in South Africa of the 
L'nited States. Britain, West Germany and 
Lanada. a French Embassy diplomat, and a 
West German Foreign Ministry official are 
here to confer with Namibian internal parties 
on the latest state of negotiations. 

South African Foreign Minister Pik Botha 
<aiJ here Wednesday that the negotiations 
were at a criiical stage. He disclosed that 
Mis 13 had been set as a target date for a 
ceasefire in the Ih-year bush war between 
South Africa- led forces and guerrillas of the 
Southwest Africa People's Organization 
; Svv A^O). This would signal the start of a sei- 
(iumcni process leading to eiccrions and an 
independent Namibia. 

Meanwhile, SWAPO has denied reports 
lhai it ordured the assassinaliun of its leading 
ruiiiical opponents in Namibia.

Thach noted that Hanoi had not allowed 
the Soviet Union to set up bases in Vietnam, 
though the Soviets have access to the former 
United Stales naval base at Cam Ranh Bay 
and nearby Danang air field. 

“In the future, we leave the diMiropen. All 
options are open.*' he said. "And we have the 
right to give them the bases, as the Philip- 
pines has given the Americans bases." The 
U.S. Defense Department has often cited 
Soviet access to Vietnamese bases as a key 
factor in the projection of armed Soviet might 
toward the tense Indian f)cean region and the 
Pacific. 

Last month, a U.S. Defense Department 
spokesman told a cimgressional committee 
that the Soviet thrust in the region had estab- 
lished a capability to choke off vital Southeast 
Asian sealanes. 

Meanwhile diplomats said Friday that the 
Vietnamese foreign Minister's tour has 
ended vvith a surprising display of good will 
but pnvduced little of political substance. 
Before Thach's arrival in Bangkok this week 
on the last leg of his tour. Thai leaders viewed 
his motives for the twi'>-week trip with suspi- 
cion if not hostility. But now they are praising 
the rappiirt that was established in his talks 
with them Thursday. 

Thach. describing foreign minister Sithi 
Sawetasila as "my brother.'* said the two 
sides had not solved the question of Kam- 
puchea but had agreed in principle on how to 
handle the problem. The ministers agreed 
that all questions concerning Kampuchea 
should be settled to the mutual satisfaction of 
the three Indochinese countries and 
ASEAN. Thach said. 

" My bnither Sithi told me he was surprised 
by the result (of the talks).*' Thach said at a 
press conference Friday before leaving for 
Hanoi. 

We felt Thach came for talks in good faith 
to show Vietnam's desire for peace.** said 
Sithi. Jn the past he had declined to meet 
Thach because he had nothing new to say. 
The tone of the talks was surprisingly posi- 
tive. given Thailand's normally tough line 
toward Vietnam, one Western diplomat said. 
"But there is no evidence of substance or 
movement yet." he added. 

The Thai response to Thach contrasted 
sharply with his unenthusiastic reception in 
Singapore, the first stop on his tour. 

Singapore's Foreign Minister Suppiah 
Dhanabalan said there was total disagree- 
ment between the two sides on resolving the 
issue of Kampuchea. 


Paper to press 
claim on Exocet 


LONDON. July 30 (AFP) — The British 
Sunday Times newspaper despite an official 
French denial, intends to press its claim that 
French technicians helped Argentina Tit 
Exocet missiles to Super Etendard jets during 
the Anglit-Argentine Falklands conflict. 

Peter Wilsher. the paper's foreign editor, 
said Thursday night it would publish "com- 
plete answers" next Sunday to denials and 
critidsm by the French government and Das- 
sault and Aerospatiale aeronautics firms. 
Last Sunday, the newspaper reported that a 
team of French technicians working in 
Argentina had helped mount French Fxocet 
missiles. An F.xocct missile sank the British 
destroyer Sheffield. 

The French government denied the report 
Tuesday and said France had .respected the 
F.uropean boycott on arms for Argentina dur- 
ing the conflict. British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher said TTiursday simply that 
France July 28 communicated a joint state- 
ment from its Defense and Foreign minis- 
tries. concluding that "the French govem- 
ment totally fulfilled the obligations imposed 
on it by iu solidarity with its British ally." 

Labnrnppositi<»n MPTam DalycII had told 
the Commons he had information Argentina 
asked for a French technical team, b^ui this 
was prevented from going. But. ho said, a 
French technician gave instructions to the 
Argentines in a seven-hour telephone call, 
the day before theSA^0fieXe/ was sunk. "Please 
draw your own conclusions about the French 
assurances." he said. 

Meanwhile. Argentina, in its first major 
arms purchase since It^ing the Falkland 
Islands, is buying 22 used. French-built Mir- 
age lll-C fighters fn>m Israel to begin 
rebuilding its decimated air force, according 
to a newspaper report published in Buenos 
Aires Thursday. "The Argentine Air Force 
had "no comment" on the report, published 
by the KngiLsh-languageJ7iitfiiox4irrxlfenKftf 
citing unidentified diplomatic sources. 

The Israeli embas.sy said it had no informa- 
tion that such u deal has been arranged or is 
being negotiated.

Government in the dark, Botha says 

S. African Army aided Seychelles raiders 


PRETORIA. July 30 (Agencies) — The 
South African Anny supplied logistical aid 
and weapons, ammunition and radios to the 
mercenaries who staged an abortive cc»up in 
the Seychelles last November. Prime Minis- 
ter Pieter Botha disclosed. 

He said Thursday mcrccnaiy leader Mike 
Hoare had contacted the South African sec- 
ret service when he began planning the oper- 
ation. and had been put in touch with some 
army officials. These people had acted with- 
out reference to their superiors. Botha said. 
He insisted that his government had at no 
stage been informed what was happening. 

Botha said legislation would be imn>duced 
at the next session of parliament to prevent 
such things ever happening again in South 
Africa. The recruitment and use of South 
African citizens as mercenaries would -be 
made a serious oGense. he promised. 

The premier was speaking after Hoare and 
his 42 accomplices were sentenced to jail for 
hijacking a plane to South Africa from the 
Seychelles after the coup failed. 

Botha said action would be taken against 


defense force ofGcials who had supplied arms 
used in the operation to Hoare and his men 
without the knowledge of their superiors. 
Botha said an nfficiai inquiry into the matter 
had been completed and he repeated earlier 
statements that his government had no know- 


ledge oy^art in the coup. 


In Cape Towm. opposition leader Fredcrik 
van Zyl Slabbert said Friday Botha's prom- 
ised action against South African officials 
associated with the abortive coup attempt 
was "simply not enougb." 

Slabbert. leader of the Progressive Federal 
Party (PFP). was commenting on the prime 
minister's announcement of action against 
defense force and National Intelligence Ser- 
vice (NIS) officers alleged to have helped 
white mercenaries obtain arms for use in the 
coup. Under normal circumstances. Slabbcri 
said, the heads of government departments 
would resign. 


"One wants to know why this is not the 
case in South Africa." he said in a statement. 
"Obviously one accepts the prime minister's

word that neither the cabinet nor the security 
council was aware of the impending coup. 

"But we must app<^ extremely ridicidous 
to the rest of the world when seruor personnel 
of the National IntelUgence. Service and the 
defense force refer roeieenaries to one 
another for assistance to bring about a coup 
in another country." . 

Meanwhne. mercenary leader Hoare has 
begun a 10-year jail term for commanding 
thesmzure of an Air-Iodia Boeing 707 to 
escape the botched coup in the Seychelles. 
He does not yet know whether be wQl be 
granted leave to appeal. 

Midiael (Mao Mike) Hoare. who.sprang to 
prominence as a mercenaiy in the Congo 
(now 2!aire) in the 1 960s. called his sentence 
"harsh and inappropriate." But 34 of the 41 
men jailed with him Thursday accepted with 
relief six-month prison terms that were about 
as lenient as could be imposed. 

Pasnng sentence at the end of a marathon 
trial. Judge Nevflle James told the men they 
had no cause to complain. "You are in a for 
better position today than you would have 
been bad you remained on Mahe." he added, 
referring to the Seychelles airport where the 
airliner was seized. Four mercenaries left 
behind in the Seychelles have been sentenced 
to death and another to 20 years in prison. 

The men were not charged with offenses 
arising out of last November’s abortive coup, 
but with breaches of civil aviation laws by 
seiang the plane and endangering the 79 pas- 
sengers and crew on board. 

"Hoare. 63. and one of his diief aides. 
Peter Duffy, also a former Congo mercena^. 
were convicted on three charges. Six men 
were found guil^ on two counts and the 
remaining 34 on one. 

Duffy, educated at the exclusive Gordons- 
toun S^ool in Scotland attended by mem- 
bers of the British royal family, received a 
five-year sentence, as did two others. Three 
other men were ordered to serve two and a 
half years-and one man was jailed for one 
year. 

The ei^L decreed by the judge to be the 
principals in the hijacking, all asked leave to 
appeal. But Judge James adjourned the court 
without making a derision. 

Tearful-relatives stood outside- the coiut- 
house ^ police wagons took the men to a 
local jail for their flrst pight in captivi^ dnrp 
they were held briefly after the comman- 
deei^ plane landed at Durban on Nov. 26. 
Their qaidc release and the initial pressing of 
only one minor charge against Bve of the

WASHINGTON, July 30 (AFP) — Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi was Friday to 
confer with World Bank President Alden 
Clausen on prospects for multinational aid, 
on the second round of her first official U.S. 
visit in 1 1 years. 

She was also to meet membeis of the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, and dine with U.S. Vice President 
George Bush. 

Saturday she will meet representative; of 
the Indian community here before leaving for 
New York. She is also scheduled to visit Los 
Angeles and Honolulu. 

Mrs. Gandhi and President Ronald 
Reagan Thursday opened "a dialogue of dis- 
covery," stressing the importance of 
exchanges of views between their countries 
"even if it is not possible to agree on all 
issues." 

Their talks notably produced a comprom- 
ise on the long-disputed supply of fuel for the 
Taxapur nuclear power plant near Bombay, 
under which France would supply low- 
enriched uranium. The United Slates cut its 
supply of uranium for the Tarapur plant in 
1978 by virtue of a law passed by Congress 
and this issue has been a point of contention 
between the two governments. 

The French Foreign Ministry said in Paris 
earlier that France had agreed to consider 
supplying India with low-enriched fuel once 
an Indo-American accord was concluded, 
and talks would open soon on the terms. 

In her talks with Clausen, Mrs. Gandhi was 
expected to raise the question of reductions 
in U.S. contributions to international 
development institutions, on which she 
expressed concern in White House meetings 
Thursday. 

She got assurances in principle from the 
U.S. administration, but no firm commit- 
ment. Offidals here also assured her that 
Washington’s military aid to Pakistan was 
jaurely defensive in nature, given in view of 
the Soviet presence in Afghanistan. 

]p an appearance before the House Fore- 
ign Ai^irs Committee Thursday. Mrs. Gan- 
dhi, quoted by congressional sources, said a ' 
Soviet withdrawal from A^hanislan was 
conceivable only if Moscow were assured the 
Kabul government would adopt, if not a 
pro-Soviet stance, then at least one of non- 
hostility. 

Mrs. Gandhrs remarks prompted commit- 
tee chairman Clement Zablocki, a Wisconsin 
Democrat, to describe her as" the most forth- 
righf* leader ever to speak before the com- 
mittee. 


Riots continue 
in Liverpool 


LIVERPOOL, England. July 30 (AP) — 
Violence erupted in the riot-scarred Toxteth 
area of this northwest port rity for the second 
straight uight Thursday. Gasoline bombers 
attacked a betting shop and 30 masked 
youths smashed their way into a nearby gen- 
eral store, Merseyside police reported. 

Gangs of other young blacks and whites in 
the depressed, racially mixed area gathered 
on street corners and hurled bricks at passing 
cars. 

A police spokesman said a stolen car was 
set on fire in other outbursts of violence 
throughout the sight but added: "Not much 
damage has been done, and so far trouble has 
been sporadic." 

The disturbances eruped Wednesday after 
a memorial service for a 23-year-old crippled 
man who was fatally injured when run over 
by a police car during riots in Toxteth one 
year ago. 

Within hours of Wednesday's wreath- 
laying ceremony, about 30youths, blacks and 
whites, began throwing rocks at passing cars, 
including one occupied by a television crew, 
police said. 

In other violence Wednesday reported by 
Police Inspector Kenneth Milne, vouths set 
tire to a flve-story apartmenl building due for' 
renovation, stoned police vans, and set fire to 
a car near a school. 


WASHINGTON. July 30 (Agencies) — 
British Foreign Secretary Francis Pym 
emerged from his first meeting with Secretary 
of State George Shultz and said the Reagan 
administration had shifted toward a "more 
balanced p^isition" on the Middle Fast. 

After a two-hour meeting at the Stale 
Department. Pym said Thursday night that 
the Huropean and American positions on the 
Arab-lsraoli dispute were closer now than at 
the start of Israel's military push into Leba- 
non eight weeks ago. But he made it dear at a 
press conference that London and Washing- 
ton remained at odds over President 
Reagan's ban on the sale of U.S.-Iicenscd 
equipment for a planned natural gas pipeline 
from the Soviet Union to Western Europe. 

He said he and Shultz exchanged views on 
the issue "with great frankness." But he 
.added that it was important to keep the 
pipeline dispute in prnpi>rtion. agreeing with 
West German C'hana’llor Helmut Schmidt 
that it was a family difference. In their talks, 
the two officials also discu.sscd trade and the 
world rcce.ssion. P>'m said they agreed it was 


more important than ever to avoid "sliding 
into protectionism." 

Pyim. who later left for London after his 
one-day vigt. said the discussions touched on 
the dispute over European steel exports to 
the United Stales which American firms 
claim arc being unfairly subsidized. 

On the Middle East. Pym said Washington 
seemed firmly on IsraePs side and not sensi- 
tive to the Arabs when the Israeli thrust into 
Lebanon began June 6. He added: "It 
seemed to us more recently that they have 
changed that position and had a mudi more 
balanced position. And I foci certain after my 
talks that that is so...Wc arc much closer in 
our thinking about h than wc were six weeks 
or eight weeks ag4\** 

Asked if Shultz was optimistic about solv- 
ing the Lebanon crisis, the foreign secretary 
replied: **I would say that he was hopeful," 
Pjm said both he and Shultz felt there were 
gtxid opportunities to be grasped in the Mid- 
dle F^st dispute but he said there was little 
change a practical role for the Europeans 
to play. 
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
